TAFT ATTACKS T. R.’S 
IDEAS ON CONSTITUTION 


PHILLIPSBURG, N. J., May 2. 

d¢ AM here only to ask your 
judgment,”’. said President 
Taft here today. “If you 
think my administration has done 
well by the people, I ask your ap- 
proval, and if you don’t think it 


has, then I expect your disap- 
proval.”’ 

In speaking of Col. Roosevelt's 
views of constitutional questions, 
the President said: 

“Would you have an unsound 
man with his ideas -of constitu- 
tional government in the presi- 
dency ?”’

CHICAGO, May 24.—Neither Taft nof 


Roosevelt will have 540 instructed or 
pledged delegates, the required number 


to nominate, in the Republican national 
convention, according to opinions ex- 
pressed during a discussion of the proba- 
ble lineup by members of the National 
Committee here today, The members 
agreed that the control of the conven- 
tion would be in the hands of the un- 
instructed delegates, but would vouch- 
safe no guess as to what their action 
might be in the matter of selecting. a 
candidate. 

A supporter of Taft on the commit- 
tee declared that even if Roosevelt won 
all the @elegates yet to be chosen he 
still would be short of the necessary 640 
votes. 

It is expected that the first real test 
vote between the Taft and Roosevelt 
forces in the convention would be on 
the adoption of the report of the Com- 
mittee on Credentials. Every contest 
passed on by the National Committee 
probably will be taken before the Com- 
mittee on Credentials and fought out on 
the floor of the convention. The com- 
mittee, it is predicted, will be about 
evenly divided and’ majority and minor- 
ity reports are almost certain to be 
presented to the convention. 

No Fight on Root Expected. 

The members of the National Commit- 
tee who have considered the matter do 
not expect a fight to be made on the 
selection of Elihu Root as temporary 
chairman of the convention. 

Officials of every important country 
will, it is expected, occupy seats on the 
platform as guests of honor at the 
convention. 

Application for seats already have 
been received from Count Bernstorff, 
Germaxk Ambassador, and James Bryce, 
Ambassador from Great Britain, and 
requests are expected from the diplo- 
matic representatives of other countries. 
Chairman New said an effort will be 
made to provide them with seats on the 
platform. 

Secretary William Hayward has re- 
ceived notice of a contest from the 
Ninth District of Georgia. Credentials 
have been received from the Fifteenth 
District of Texas, giving four instead 
of two alternates. Secretary Hayward‘ 
put the names of the two delegates on 
the temporary roll, but decided that

Chief Young Orders Inquiry to 
Learn Why Patrolmen Were 
Not at Olive Street Place.

VICTIM CAN’T EXPLAIN IT 








Police Hunt Man Said to Have 
Been in Quarrel—Three Wom- 
en in Auto Witnesses. 


In a brawl outside the Hiawatha Club 
at 2800 Olive street, at 1:30 a. m., Friday, 
a man who, the police say, is Arthur 
Price, 26 years old, of 3028 Bell avenue, 
salesman for the Maurer-Remley Gro- 
cery’ Co., was shot in the thigh. He 
is at the city hospital. 

The shooting was witnessed by three 
women in an automobile in front of the 
club. The women gave their names as 
Misses Margaret and Bessie McKeon 
of 4210 West Belle place and Miss Adele 
Burns, 2469 Roberts avenue. The women 
told the police all they knew of the 
affair was that they heard a shot from 
the dark and saw Price fall. 

When the wounded man was taken to 
the hospital, he gave his name as John 
Lawrence, 2816 Locust street. At noon 
Detective-Sergeant J. Harvey James 
identified him as Price. James says 
Price told him he gave the assumed 
name to keep relatives from finding out 
about the trouble. 

Police Look for Donovan. 

On informaticn furnished by men who 
had been with Price before the shoot- 
ing, the police are looking for a man 
known as John (Doc) Donovan, whom 
they wish to question. 

Two men, who gave their names as 
John Bert and Charles L. Reid, who 
were seen running away from the place, 
Were arrested. Policemen say they 
heard Bert exclaim, “I’m d—— lucky!” 
Bert and Reid denied to Capt. O’Brien 
at the Laclede Avenue Police Station 
that they knew anything of the shoot- 
ing. 

Chief Young ordered an investigation 
to leatn why policemen were not in 
front of the club at the time, in obedi- 
ence to the Chief’s orders. Stationing 
patrolmen in front of lid clubs had been 
decided on by the police as a policy of 
repression. 

When Reid was questioned by detec- 
tives he said that he, Price, Donovan 
and a tall stranger had been drinking 
together in the club. As they started 
away Price, Donovan and the stranger 
walked down the stairs ahead of him 
and appeared to be quarreling. 

iieid says he stopped on the stairs to 
talk to a stockman from East St. Louls. 
While he was talking he heard a shot, 
saw Price fall and saw Donovan and 
the tall man running away, he said. 

The officers learned subsequently that 
Bert had not been in the club. Orders 
were given for the release of him and 
Reid. 

Detectives visited the rooms of Ches- 
ter Willerton, 1808 Olive street, who had 
been with Reid and Donovan earlier in 
the evening. They found a revolver there 
but it had not been fired recently. As 
Willerton was able to show he was in 
his home by 10 o’clock, he was not mo- 
lested. 

Price told a Post-Dispatch  re- 
porter at the hospital that he couldn't 
remember the events of the evening 
clearly. He had been drinking at the 
club, he said, and there had been quar- 
reling there. He said he had ino quar- 
rels himself. The only person he could 
remember seeing at the club was a man 
named Reed, he said. 


Heard Someone Call a Name. 
As he left the club he noticed an auto- 


mobile with several women in it stand- 
nig in front of the place. Somebody in 
the dark cried out a vile name. Law- 
rence said he didn’t believe the name 
was addressed to him, but he turned 
to see who had cried it. 

He felt a blow on his left thigh and 
a‘ first believed somebody had hft tim 
with a rock. Somebody told hin he 
™as shot and that was ail le remem- 
bered. 

Immediately after the shooting the 
automobile with the women in it drove 
away. It returned an hour afterward 
and the party was detained by a pa- 
trolman, who took them to the Laclede 
Avenue Station. 

The young women said they had re- 
turned out of curiosity to see if some- 
body really had been shot and whether 
he was badly hurt. They were released.

HIS WIFE AND THEIR CHILD 
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WITH HUSBAND IF 
HE GOES TOPRISON 


Mrs. Joseph Conradi Visits St. 
Louisan in New Orleans.as Ap- 
peal Verdict Is Waited. 
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| NEW ORLEANS, May 24.—Every 
morning, when the hour for visitors 
arrives, the wardens at the parish jail 
here admit a woman who has been a 
constant visitor for eight months. 

She is Mrs. Conradi, wife of Joseph 
Conradi of %20 Thomas street, St. 
Louis, an afchitect who was convicted 
of sending a blackmailing letter to 
Father Stenmans of St. Joseph’s 
Church at Gretna, sentenced to pay a 
$1000 fine and serve a penitentiary sen- 
tence of one year, whose appeal is 
pending before the Supreme Court of 
the State. 

The strange story of this woman, who 
has been so steadfastly loyal to her 
husband in his troubles; hag awakened 
the sympathy of all here who have 
heard it. She sits with the architect in 
the jail by the hour, and often brings 
their 3-year-old daughter, Marie. The

Price Cut as Soon as Fixed, 

“I mind once we were meeting at the 
Weddell, in Cleveland, tryin’ to improve 
things. We'd fixed the price of nails 
at $1.50 a keg and when we quit for 
luncheon Frank Baackes of the Amer- 
ican Steel and Wire Co. slipped doon to 
the telegraph office and sent a tele- 
gram to one of his customers, sayin’: 
‘I’ve booked your order for 10,000 kegs 
at $1.40’—and we’d just fixed the price, 
mind you. 

“Noo, it happened that I was in the 
office getting ready to send a seemilar 
telegram to my partners, when the girl 
got mixed up and handed me Baackes’ 
telegram askin’ if it was right. I read 
it and stuffed it into my pocket, and 
when we got back into the meetin’ I 
handed it to the chairman and sald: 
‘Read that!’ He did, and cried to me, 
‘Kick him doon stairs; I’ll pay the fine.’ 
But he was a bigger mon than me.” 

Upon the sale of his tin plate works 
Stevenson devoted himself to the other 
branches of the Shenango Valley Co., 
upon which tho National Steel Co. 
turned acquisitive eyes. 

“We had $300,000 invested,” Stevenson 
explained, “and issued $150,000 in bonds, | 
besides putting in $250,000 additional cap- 
ital. With accrued profits that brought 
the worth of the plant up to $1,000,000. 
Mind I was laid up at home with a 
broken leg. My wife and the family. 
were at me to sell and get out of busi- 
ness, and I told W. E. Reis, our presi- 
dent to sell.

the funeral procession passed from the 
railroad depot to the cathedral. 

Bank Leads Procession, 

Preceded by a military band, the 
hearse wag followed by the Kings of 
Denmark, Norway, Sweden and Greece 
and all of the male members of the 
Danish royal family, with a number of 
foreign princes and -special envoys on 
foot. The queens and princesses were 
in carriages. 

Before the body was removed from 
Copenhagen, where it had lain in state, 
a family service was held in the chapel 
of Christianborg Palace. All the mem- 
bers of the royal family attended. 

Crown on Funeral Car, 

The widowed Queen, Louisa, was so 
overcome that King Christian X and 
his brothers had to support her when 
she left the chapel, 

The coffin was removed from the 
catalfaque by officers of the army and 
navy and placed on the hearse. When 
the procession moved off all the royal 
personages, special envoys and a huge 
gathering of deputations from various 
cities and societies, followed to the sta- 
tion, where the coffin was placed in a 
funeral car draped with black cloth 
with an immense crown on the top.

‘State Tax. Commission — Single Tax 


“Merits Discussed—F.

The Municipal Finance and Taxation 
Committee of the Civic League has 
‘made its report on two constitutional 
amendments to be submitted to the vot- 
_@8 of Missouri at the November elec- 


fon. One amendment provides for the 
weation of a special tax commission to 
exercise the powers of the present State 
Board of Equalization, and the other 
amendment provides for the adoption of 
the single tax, which is a tax on land 
only, with franchises included. 

The committee strongly recomends the 
adopiton of the amendment providing 
for the special tax commission, and 
while not recommending outright the 
adoption of the single tax amendment, 
declares that the principle of single tax 
is preferable to Missouri’s existing im- 
perfect system of taxation.

‘The report 
was prepared by Attorney F. N. Judson 
and Prof. A. A. Young of Washington 
University, experts on the subject of 
taxation. Here is the report in full: 


Report of Committee. 

Each of the two constitutional amend- 
ments which have been submitted by 
the Equitable Taxation League under 
the initiative and which are to be voted 
upon at the general election in Novem- 
ber, 1912, deserves separate considera- 
tion. 

One amendment proposes a fundamen- 
tal change in the basis of taxation; the 
other proposes a reform in the adminis- 
tration of the tax system. While the 
first amendment may be said to be 
partly dependent on the second, in the 
sense that the adoption of the second 
amendment would make possible the 
more perfect working of the scheme of 
taxation proposed in the first, the de- 
sirability of the second amendment in 
itself is in no manner dependent upon 
the adoption of any particular system 
of taxation. ..It is best, therefore, to 
take up the consideration of the two 
proposals in’ inverse order.

2.The proposed commission would 
succeed to the duties of the present 
State Board of Equalization, composed 
of five States officers. In this capacity 
it would for purposes of the State tax 
equalize the assessments determined by 
the local assessors and the county 
boards of equalization. While this 
would affect only that relatively small 
portion of the total taxes which goes 
for State rather than local purposes, 
the most elementary considerations of 
justice demand that it be done fairly 
and efficiently. It is, moreover, work 
that will have to be done so long as 
the State continues to derive any reve- 
nue from taxes on property assessed 
for taxation by local officers. In those 
states which have had experience with 
both methods of equalization the verdict 
is unanimous that the work can be 
done more efficiently by a permanent 
commission of experts than by any ex- 
officio board. Similar considerations 
hold with even greater force with re- 
gard to the difficult and important work 
of assessing the properties of railroads, 
telegraph, telephone and express com- 
panies within the State—another func- 
tion of the present State Board of 
Equalization. 


To Improve Local Taxation. 

3. Many of the evils of our present 
tax situation spring from the utter fail- 
ure to maintain even reasonably effi- 
éient standards in the local assessment 
of property subject to taxation. This 
failure is pdrtly because of the inherent 
difficulties in valuing or even uncover- 
ingcertain classes of property that are 
taxable under our present laws, but it 
is also due in not small. measure: to the 
fact that this important work, calling 
for skill and training, and often for 
technical knowledge, is entrusted, to un- 
trained local assessors. The experience 
of other states, especially of Wisconsin, 
shows that much improvement in the 
work of local assessment can be 
achieved through a permanent tax com- 
mission vested with supervisory powers.

The Proposed Single Tax Upon Land 
and Franchise Values. 

1. The first of the two amendments 
proposes @ revolutionary change in the 
tax systeins of the state and city. In 
place of our present complicated sys- 
tem of taxes on all classes of property, 
corporation taxes and business licenses, 
it would substitute a tax concentrated 
upon one particular kind of property. 


The Proposed System, 

2. The amendment wisely provides that 
this change is to be brought about grad- 
ually, Bonds issued by the State, or by 
its municipalities or other local units 
are to be exempted from taxation at 
once. This is a reform which is s0 im- 
peratively demanded by the highest con- 
siderations of public policy that it should 
be secured. at the earliest : practicable 
date, whatever the fate of this amend- 
ment. It is a public reproach that the 
rebuilding of our State capitol should be 
embarrassed or delayed through the in- 
ability of our own people to hold the 
State. bonds issued thereon without con- 
fiscation of their income through tax- 
ation. Ate. fe 


All other. forms of personal property, 
tangible as well as:intangible, are to be 
exempted ‘in’ 1914, at which time poll 
taxes, the merchants’ and manufactur- 
ers’ tax and business licenses of all 
kinds (except those imposed under the 
police rather than the taxing power) 
also are to be swept away. In the case 
of; real property a differentation is 
made between land and improvements 
on*land. So far as improvements are 
concerned, the tax is to be reduced 
gradually, being levied on three-fourths 
of the assessed value of in 1914-and 1915; 
on one-haif of the assessed value in 
1916 and 1917; on one-fourth the assessed 
value in 1918 and 1919, while thereafter 
improvements of all kinds are to be ex- 
empt. The real reduction would, how- 
ever, be much less gradual, because 
improvements to the extent of $3000 on 
each homestead are to be exempt, be- 
ginning in .1914. 

After the year 1919, according, land 
would remain as the sole object of taxa- 
tion, except that public utility franchises

despite the limitation in the scope of 
taxation, the amendment stipulates that 
the assessment of property for taxation 
shall be at its actual value, and nul- 
lifies the existing constitutional limits- 
tions on the State and local tax rates. 
The Injustice of the Present System. 

8. It may be said at once that the 
proposed amendment has the _ great 
merit of doing-away with an autiquated, 
cumbersome and inequitable system of 
taxation. The general property tax has 
been thoroughly discredited by the ex- 
perience of Missouri and of almost ev- 
ery other State in the Union. The busi- 
ness license tax is:a departure from 
every sound principle of taxation, is 
grossly discriminatory, and has no de- 
fenders among competent students of 
'taxation. The poll tax is obviously un- 
just and has already disappeared from 
the statute books of many American 
states. 

The deficiencies of the general proper- 
ty tax are well known. In principle it 
runs counter to the obvious fact that 
different kinds of property differ in 
their ability to bear taxes; in practice 
it leads to gross discrimination between 
localities and between individuals, to 
evasions, frauds and perjury on the 
part of taxpayers, and, consequently, 
to lax standards in the tax administra- 
tion. 

The chief count in the usual indict- 
ment of the general property tax is its 
failure to reach personal property. This 
holds true for some very important 
classes of tangible personal property, 
but is most notable in the case of in- 
tangible personal property, including 
mortgages and other investment securi- 
ties. A centralized system of assess- 
ment, with expert assessors operating 
under the direction of a State tax com- 
mission, could undoubtedly greatly in- 
crease the amount of personal property 
returned for assessment... But.such an 
improvement in administration would 
‘only make some of the inherent weak- 
nesses of the tax appear more clearly. 

Investment securities for the most part 
represent equities in properties that are 
already subject to the tax, and to tax 
both the securities and the properties 
leitch they represent is double taxation. 
Moreover, to subject securities yielding 
‘a low rate of interest to the full tax 
‘rate amounts to imposing an income tax 
of anywhere from 50 to 8 per cent,

10 15 STORY HOTEL 


New Hostelry at Broadway and 
Washington Would House 
Famous Restaurant. 





Plans of promoters of a new 15-story 
hotel in St. Louis include the removal 
of the historic Tony Faust restaurant 
from Broadway and Elm street to 
Broadway and Washington avenue. 
For more than forty years Faust’s 
has been a landmark in St. Louis. It is 
believed by the promoters that the pres- 
tige of the name, which is known far 
and wide, would help to assure the suc- 
cess of the projected hotel. 

The proposition has been gubmitted to 
Adolphus Busch, head of the Anheuser- 
Busch Brewing Association, and to E. 
A. kaust, vice-president of the associa- 
tion and most active surviving heir of 
Tony Faust. 

To Be Called Faust’s Hotel. 
According to the tentative plans of the 
projectors, the hotel would occupy the 
northeast corner of Broadway and 
Washington avenue and be known as 
Faust’s Hotel. The site has a frontage 
of 200 feet on Broadway and 167 feet on 
Washington avenue, extending east to 
the Missouri Athletic Club Building. 

If $1,000,000 in bonds are issued the 
site will be extended to take in the 
abutting property on Lucas avenue, the 
entire site covering more than three- 
cuarters of a city block. 

Another plan is to issue only $800,000 
worth of bonds and exclude the Lucas 
avenue frontage. 

The Washington avenue corner, run- 
ning back to the alley is owned by E. 
Cc. Simmons, managing director of the 
Simmons Hardware Co... It has a front- 
age of 67 feet and a depth of 87 feet. 
Forty-nine feet of the remaining Wash- 
ington avenue frontage is owned by the 
S. M. Dodd estate and about 50 feet is 
held by nonresidents. The Lucas av- 
enue frontage is owned by the Hartman 
and Stephens estates, 

It is estimated that the promoting 
company will pay a rental of $63,000 a 
year for the site, exclusive of the Lucas 
avenue frontage and that Simmons’ 
rental income from his holdings will be 
$24,000 a year. : 

The Weisels-Gerhart Realty Co. is 
agent for the promoters of the deal.

WEST END TO CHECK CRIME 





Officer Quinn Holds Parents Are Respo 
Boy Gangs When They Send Ch 
to Play to Get Rid of Them. 





Well-to-do mothers in the fashionable 
homes of the West End send their chil- 
dren out to play, to be rid of them when 
company comes, and many men and 
women of fashion have many 
“nerves” that they don’t like to hear the 
shouts of children at play near their 


homes. These conditions make play- 
grounds to check juvenile delinquency 
as badly needed in the West End as 
they are in the congested districts of 
the East End, according to John B. 
Quinn, chief attendance officer of the 
Board of Education. He outlined his ex- 
periences and views to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Friday. 

When several women of Mrs. West- 
parkmore’s set come in for an afternoon 
at 500, as Quinn sees the situation, Mrs. 
Westparxmore calls to her son, Gerald, 
and her daughter, Frances, ‘and ‘tells 
them to run out and play so the guests 
won't be annoyed. 

So Gerald and Frances get away, out 
of sight and mind, into a crowd where 
they are Jerry and Fannie. Unsuper- 
vised and unrestrained, there is no tell- 
ing what mischief. they will get into, 
Quinn says his experience has taught 
him. Directly to this sort of thing, 
the attendance officer believes, can be 
traced a number of juvenile delinquen- 
cies, with the attendant misery in the 
homes. 

Cites Parents’ Indifference, 

“These conditions are much worse 
than many people suppose,”’ Quinn add- 
ed. ‘‘But our experiences show that the 
indifference and indulgence of parents, 
especially among the comparatively 
well-to-do, are responaibie for a great 
deal of juvenile delinquency. What the 
children of the West End need is the 
advantage of properly supervised play- 
grounds such as we have in the con- 
.gested districts. 

‘Play and companionship are neces- 
sary parts of every boy’s life. Very 
often a man whose own son might play 
on a well-kept lawn will not allow the 
boy to have a lot of other fellows there, 
to romp around and tear up the sod. But

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even if he does, 


there are the neigh- 
bors. 


noise. Pretty soon the neighbors call 
a policeman and the lads are ordered to 
disperse. 

‘“‘What happens then? The boys must 
play. They go to some place where they 
can play. Thus they get out of the 
supervision of the parents. This keeps 
up, and in a little while there is a gang. 
As every one experienced in juvenile 
delinquency well knows, the greatest 
cause of youthful crime is the gang.

Heralded as the biggest and most pow- 
erful warship ever launched, the super- 
dreadnaught Texas, 27,000 tons displace- 
ment, was given her baptism Saturday.

STRIKERS UPSET 
CARS, SET FIRE 10 
BUDAPEST PLANTS 


Men Disobeying Leaders, Renew 
Revolver Battles With Police 
and Soldiers. 


BOYS WOUND SOLDIERS 





Six Dead, 160 Wounded and 200 
Arrested as Result of First 
Day’s Fighting. 





By Associated Press. 
UDAPEST, May 24.—Fierce fighting 


has broken out again in the streets of 
this city between the strikers and the 
police, who are aided by a large force of 
troops. A large mob of men disobeyed 
their leaders’ orders to return to work, 
and today began again the wrecking 
tactics employed yesterday. 

The infuriated men first overturned @ 
number of street cars and then demol- 
ished display windows of stores on the 
principal streets. 

They attacked the Calvary Church, 
afterward proceeding to Neuschloss, 
where they set fire to a factory, feed- 
ing the flames with petroleum. The 
rioters beat off the firemen. 

Troops appeared and that was the sig- 
nal for several volleys of revolver shots 
and stones, to which the soldiers replied 
with volleys from their rifles. Rioters 
and troops suffered heavily. 

At one factory a lively battle occurred 
between strikers and nonstrikers. Re- 
volvers were used freely and many were 
wounded. 

The amended of casualties in yes- 
terday’s fighting shows that six were 


seriously. The police made upwards of 
200 arrests. 

The fighting was conducted with the 
greatest bitterness, crowds of men rush- 
ing at the soldiers and endeavoring to 
tear the bayonets from the rifles. 

In all parts of the city tram cars, au- 
tomobiles and cabs have been damaged 
or set on. fire. A bomb was thrown 
against the custom. house, but caused 
small damage. 

In the encounter between the police, 
the infantry and strikers, the last named 
used bricks, hammers and clubs for the 
most part, but frequently the strikers 
concealed in houses or behind barri- 
cades fired revolvers at the policemen. 

The large number of schoolboys armed 
with revolvers aided the strikers. Their 
shooting brought down several cavalry- 
men.

Brewer tried hard to put him away 
for the full count, but the Indiana boxer 
gamely stuck it out and lasted through 
the round. 

Bronson was weak from the punish- 
ment he had received in the first round, 
and in the second r@sorted to clinching 
and had to be cautioned for hitting 
while holding. He stopped long enough 
to apologize for this infraction of the 
rules and offered his hand to Brewer 
as a token of his acknowledgment.
